Government Special Agent Tells 
How Alaska Development Books 
Were Turned Over to Him.

Feb, 3.—A spe- 
cial agent of the Interior Department 
investigating land clafms is an attor- 
ney, not a detective, maintained Spe- 
cial Agent John A. Smith, who was

Smith came here from Denver 
shortly before Munday was indicted 
by a Federal grand jury at Tacoma in 
1910 and was received “frankly” by 
Munday, he testified, the books of the 
Alaska Development Company being 
turned over to him, with the result 
that he found powers of attorneys and 
deeds executed by claimants in 1905, 
but not recorded, and which the prose- 
cution offered today as evidence to 
prove that Munday and Shiels em- 
ployed dummy entrymen to locate 
claims to be turned over to the Alaska 
Development Company.

Twenty-five Dollars a Day and Ex- 
penses for Testifying for Western 


Fuel Company.

véstigation of what effect water and

trial of the indicted general manager 
and three employees of the Western 
Fuel Company, for alleged frauds 
against the government. Prof. Samuel 
Parr, who occupies the chair of ap- 
plied chemistry at the University of 
Illinois, was on the stand for the de- 
fense all day, giving testimony to show 
that imported coal that is exposed to 
the air and moisture, may increase 
materially in weight. The increase, 
Prof. Parr estimated would be from 
2% to 6 per cert. for a large pile of 
exposed coal such as the Western Fuel 
Company usually keeps on hand here. 
On crosé-examination Majt I. Sullivan, 
especial prosecutor, brought out that 
Prof. Parr has been drawing $25 a 
day and expenses from the Western 
Fuel Company since last August af an 
expert. 

“The increase in the weight of coal 
due to oxidization overcoming evap- 
oration on the voyage down the coast,” 
testified Prof. Parr, “‘could not be more 
than 4% per cent. If the other process 
conquered, there would be a decrease 
of about the same per cent.” 

The witness sald he never had made 
a statement to the attorneys for the 
indicted coal men that coal would in- 
crease in weight in transit.
